I hereby  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1955  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  m your  district  and  giving  the 
information  required  by  the  rrelsh  Board  of  Health  Circular 
17/55  (wales). 

VI TAL  STATIST ICS 

Births 

The  birth  rate  for  1955  was  12.33  per  1,000  population 
comparing  with  7.10  in  1954.  The  rate  for  the  -districts  in  the 
County  v/as  14.45  and  for  the  whole  of  Montgomeryshire  this  rate 
was  14.87. 


There  v</as  one  still  birth  in  1955  being  2.6$  of  the 
live  births,  in  1954  this  rate  was  4.5$.  in  the  rural  distnots  of 
the  county  the  still  birth  rate  was  3.0$  and  in  Montgomeryshire  as 
a whole  this  rate  was  2.6$. 

There  were  3 illegitimate  births,  being  7.6$  of  .the 
total  births,  in  1954  this  rate  was  4.3$.  The  rate  in  the  rural 
districts  of  the  County  was  1.9$  and  in  the  whole  of  the  county  it 
was  3.0$. 

infant  jffortality 

There  was  no  death  occurring  in  an  infant  under  1 year 
of  age  in  1955.  The  rate  in  1954  was  45  per  1,000  live  births.  The 
rate  for  the  rural  districts  in  the  County  was  30  per  1,000  live 
births  and  for  Montgomeryshire  this  rate  was  28. 

Deaths 

There  were  40  deaths  from  all  causes  giving  a rate  of 
12.99  per  1,000  population,  in  1954  this  rate  was  13.8  per  1,000 
population,  in  the  rural  districts  this  rate  was  12.49  and  in 
Montgomeryshire  it  was  12.57. 

There  was  no  death  from  tuberculosis  in  1955  and  there 
were  2 in  1954.

PROTECTION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  carried  out  at 
approximately  9 months  to  1 year,  followed  by  a booster  dose 
at  5 years. 


However,  It  is  the  practice  now  if  the  child  has  not 
had  Whooping  Cough,  to  offer  these  injections  combined,  I.e. 
against  diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough.  In  this  case  three 
injections  are  given  at  monthly  intervals  starting  at  about  5'-  6 
months  and  still  requiring  a booster  dose  when  the  child  goes  to 
school .
